Xews was received from Frank- 
fort Tuesday that the Court of 
Ajjpeals sustained a motion made 
by the Clay's Ferry Piridge Com- 
pany to dissolve the injunction 
granted by judg^e Shackelford in 
circuit civtirt agair.st collection of 
toll until the case should be tried 
out. As the law and facts in the 
()iif:-t!"n at ismie were set forth 
fully in these preliminary steps, it 
is expected that unless the opin- 
kion of the state's hij^hest court 
should indicate possibility of 
some further action, that the case 
is now closed, so far as securing 
remcA'al of the toll gate through 
the courts. Receipt of the opin- 
ion will be eagerly awaited by all 
parties to the litigation and the 
public generally.

moving to take up the treaty 
there.' " He practically gave the 
ref.ublicans until Thursday to de- 
cide. : 

The fate of the compromise ne- 
i;otiations on the peace treaty re- 
mained in doul)t toflay after the 
i)ipartisan conference had discuss- 
ed without decision refusal of the 
republicans to compromise on Ar- 
ticle 10. Another meeting will 
be held Thursday. The demo- 
cratic' leaders repl\-ing to the re- 
])nblican ultimatum regard.ing Ar- 
ticle 10, did not refuse to contimie 
ncgotiiitions, but asserted that 
most of the republican members 
of the conference had assented 
to an Article iO compromise and 
exi-resst/l great surjirisc at the 
rcjHihlican stand. 

This compromise, as made pub- 
lic by Democratic Leader Hitch- 
cock, would foi-bid the United 
States employing an economic 
!;(;ycott or its armed 'forces to 
perserve the territorial integrity 
i)f any othep country tmless Con- 
gess acted in each special case. 

After the meeting wMch devel- 
".ped some heated discussion, 
some .Senators on both sides prfi- 
fessed to see hope of, a compro- 
r'^^ise but the general attitud.o c): 
the conference was not one of op- 
timisrti.

unfavorably the Stoll bill granting a 
referendum to this question

MieMgan U. S. Senator In Feder-

Grand Rapids, Mich.. Jan. 27—- 
United States .Senator Truman 
Newberry, and 123 prominent 
.'\Iicbigan jiolilicians went on trial 
in b'ecieral Court here today 
charged with conspiracy, fraud, 
and corrifjition in the 1918 sena- 
torial election. The importance 
of the issues involved, the prom- 
inence of tllc defeiid.mts and the 
imposing legal talent presaged 
one (}\ the nu-st notable cases in 
the annals of .\I''"higan. 

W hen the iiul. .nents were re- 
turned -Vovember 30, last. United 
Slates District Judge (". W. .Ses- 
sions, who assembled the jury, in- 
dicated that evidence obtained by 
the inqiiisiturs disclosed that -^be- 
tween $500,000 and $1,000,0000 
bad been expended fraudulehth 
in conn(Cti(jn with the election. 

The indicted men included:ev- 
ery member of^ the committee 
that C( inducted ihe Xewberrv 
campaign and state, county and 
mimicipal oflicials in virtually ev- 
ery county from Lake Superior 
to the Ubio border. 

Attached to the indictments 
was a list of more than two score 
"overt acts." These contained 
charges that a number of those 
indicted had given rewarvls rang- 
ing from promises of "good jobs" 
to ]-a^ ments of sums ranging 
from .s5 to .S2,750 in return for 
su])port in the Newberry cam- 
paign. One country editor was 
.illeged to have received a,ton of 
print paper. 

The. maximum penalty for the 
offenses charged, is .a line of $10,- 
000 and two years imprisonment.
